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As promised, the O/A session begins this month. Some questions submitted (they Will 
appear later) are real "stinkers", but I'll answer as best I can. However, I must limit 
each answer somewhat, due to Space available. If any DXer can add to my comments, please 
let me know and I'll run a "follow-up" later. 


- SLOP FROM CHANNELS 2_AND 6 RUIN UHF RECEPTION 


' Q....Gary Olsen asks, "What can be done about slop from strong locals on channels 5 and 


+ 6 that makes UHF reception difficult with UBF converters? I've written to Blonder Tongue 


about conversion to cher channels, but received no reply," Gary continues. (Gary is 
© referring to a weak, but still there, picture on ch. 5 from local 6, or vice versa, even 
‘when converter is set to UHF position. 


A....VHF signals that mess up UHF conversion on channels 5 or 6"get into" the converter 
through three paths (1) UHF antenna directly, (2) VHF antenna, of course, where they might 
be coupled via poor shielding or a selector switch with poor isolation into the UHF 
portion, (3) direct pickup by the converter, as the wiring, etc. acts as a pretty good 
"antenna" for strong locals. The result, of course, is random "blips" from any strong 
VHF or UHF somrce that might block UHF. Obviously, you can't do much about some of 
these, unless you buy a new converter. But let's start at the beginning. 


UHF, of course, is received conventionally with cither (1) a "built-in" UHF tuner that 
comes with all-channel TVs or (2) a UHF converter added externally to a TV set and 
connected via a few transmission line hook ups. 


With the built-in tuner, UHF channels are converted to the IF frequency of the TV. With 
UHF selected, converted UEF signals are fed directly into the TV IF. There's no RF 
amplifier ~- like British UHF tuners -~ or no IF stage ahead of the TV IF to boost the 
desired signal afte: conversion. (A few rare sets years ago had an I? stage after 
conversion, ) With UHF selected, you operate a 2-speed dial for the UHF channel desired, 
usually with some difficulty. 


The so called "outboard" UHF converter converts UHF to a lower frequency e250, But to 
simplify hook-up, the converter output is not the IP frequency of the TV, but is a discrete 
VHF channel(s). Thus, the converter feeds the TV tuner set to the output of the UHF 
converter, Since the TVVEF’ tuner converts this to the IP frequency of the TV, you have 


double conversion. No converters in the U.S. have an RP Stage,but the quality ones have 
an IF. 


Channels 5 and 6 were selected as the converter output for reasons I don't lmow. The fact 
that they are cdjacent simplifies design, and the improved noise figure of a low TV channel 
and the absence of slop above ch. 6 help. Although commercial converters for different 

VHF channels ~~ or converters with a tunable output to span several channels -~ are 
possible, they are uneconomical. So the two adjacent channel set up of ch. 5 and 6 was 
adapted. If you have a local on 5, you use 6, or vice versa. 


A good UHF converter with IF stage and, usually, easier tuning has been favored by DXers 
over the built-in tuner. Since UHF tuners in all U.S. sets were added only to comply with 
the law, the buyer has suffered. Two or three basic types of transistorized tuners are 
available for all U.S. TVs, and none are worth a hoot for serious DXing. Infact, even the 
top of. the line UHF converters with transistors leave alot to bedesired as they are almost. ., 
useless in Some strong signal areas, as reported by many Dxers. (More than one DXer has. 
asked me how to get a good "old fashioned" tube type converter of the 1962-1964 vintage. .. 
Some have been delighted to find good tube models for their demanding strong signal areal. ) 


But the superior performance of a UHF converter, however, does not come without some pro- 
blems. If UBF and VHF sections are not shielded correctly, coupling of VEF signals into 
UHF section, and vice versa, May occur. Also, switching is required to feed VHP through 
the converter to the TV antenna terminals when UHF is not selected. Unfortunately, this 
also may, in: some models, mean interaction between VHF and UHF. of worse, VHF loss may be 
as high as 30% in the Switch. (For critical, weak VHP trops, the VHF antenna should bypass 
the converter) When switched to UHF with a strong channel 5 or 6 selected, VHF is atteny- 
ated many, many times, but sometimes a fine VHP signal remains to fight weak UHF. If your 
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TV has poor fine tuning or poor adjacent channel rejection, or if you don't have enough 
UHF to begin with, you may have a problem, especially if strong VEF is somehow getting 
into the converter. ers. 


The coupling problem is usually annoying if a local under 10 miles is ruining 5 and 6. I 
don't: think Gary's problem is at his Barrington, Ill. DX site, where ch. 5 in Chicago and 
ch. 6 in Milwaukee are strong indeed with a good VHF antenna, but shouldn't be strong 
enough to hurt UHF. (Barrington to me is a "dreantt DX location, a fact thay Gary would 
never have admitted to until he joined Ferdie and the writcr in the shadow of Milwaukee's 
lousy TV stations.).: + =: 


Solutions to the problem are many, depending upon how bad your DX set up is. The problem 
might be solved at no cost at all. Obviously, the problem is limited to those who DX 
with converters within a few miles of local VHFers. 


1) Ie you use an all channel log periodic (2-83 ) antenna, you've got twos trikes 
against you already. These antennas usually have a splitter for separation at the set 
of VHF TV, FM, and UHF TV. And these splitters are usually abominable. (JED has improved 
their splitter several times, but how good or bad one that you get with the antenna is a 
guess.) Not only is isolation poor(that is, some VHF in UHF splitter section, etc.), 
loss is high. Also, the gain on 2-83 channel antennas is so low to begin with at UHF, 
after the split you're lucky to have any signal left. Generally, an otherwise fine 2-13 
log periodic is ruined when a UHF log portion is "stuck on". Inpedance :match goes to heck, 
so VHF suffers also. Many makers compromise so that VHF portion is still quite good, but 
UHF performance is poor. You'll usually be better off with, for example, the largest 
2-13 only log periodic and a $3 UHF corner reflector and correct lead-in than the largest 
2-83 log periodic in the same family. Even if you have no problem like Gary's. The log 
periodic principle, while fine for delivering "flat" impedance match over a wide frequency, 
just can't deliver high gain and flat impedance from ch. 2 to 83, 


2) Any UHF antenna picks up some VHF signal (and therefore ch. 5 and 6), but this 
should be negligible except .in the case of a poor splitter just described, Nothing can 
be done about the VHF signal coupled into the UHF section within the converter, but much 
VEF signal might be coupled from VHF to UH F via the T-line, if unshielded, especially if 
lines are parallel and quite close. Of course, if antennas are mounted too close to each 
other, VHF coupling into the UHF antenna will contribute to the trouble. Separate the 
antennas (usually five feet, at least) and lead-in and See if that helps. Also, check if 
unshielded T~line ig positioned broadside to locel transmitters; this can cause consider- 


3) Traps, of course, in the UHF line for ch. 5 and/or 6 will help. (Of.course, other 
“trong VHF signals also can ruin a few UHF channels.) Use G@hannel Masters or Jerrold 
vunables for severe problems, but a cheap T-line wave trap that attenuate s unwanted signals 
oy about four or five times might be enough to solve the problen, if the VHF signal is 
>‘ entering from the UHF line. Of course, the Channel Masters creates a loss of about 20 
to 40% of all signals, the Jerrold 10%, and the T-line trap nothing (all approximate 
values). Finco, Winegard, and JFD sell cheap screwdriver or Slug-tuned traps, either for 
Single channel or 2-6 and 7-13. I haven't purchased these, haven't heard of anyone who 
used same, so can't evaluate them. 


4) Sone UBF converters have a high pass filter in the UHF antenna input circuit. This 
passes only UHF and reduces greatly and VHF component. Adding circuits of this type, with 
correct impedance, will help greatly. 


5) Another approach is to get nore UHF signal. Since the converter output is broadly 
tuned to cover ch. 5 and 6, try reducing converter IF bandwidth to just ch. 5 or ch. 6. 
My Blonder Tongue BTU~2 had an IF output quite low at ch. 5, higher through ch. 6, and 
really peaked at 90 negahertz in the FM band! I removed the Swemping resistor and "created" 
2 bit of inductance by compressing the coil until I had a three megahertz bandwidth output 
on ch. 5. Cirenit Q was increased by about three times. This made some visual improvement 
of signal, and slop from ch. 6 was nonexi:tent. Of course, on very weak signals I can't 
tune sound and pix, but who cares, Retvne the output for the most "open" channel. Of 
course, if you are handy with electronics enough to do this you can build simple L/c 
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parallel or series traps to remove other strong VHF signals that might enter the converter 
(and, of course, VHF tuner), and mess up some channels. And, of course, a good low noise 
mixer diode like the IN21WE can improve the noise figure considerably for a better UHF 
signal. (Those with even limited electronic know-how and equipment should try to improve 
their UHF converter considerably, even if no slo problem is there, by narrowing the IF 
bandwidth and adding a low noise diode as notes. 


6) Yes, you can redesign for an output at ch. 2 or 3, or 4; any converter will tune 
UHF on these channels anyway, but usually the signal is down due to mismatch. But try 
tuning UHF on ch. 4 anyway. The IF output just might be tuned so far off that it's 
useable on ch. 4. (While we're on this subject, those with no locals on ch. 5 and 6 
should see on what channel UHF reception is best. Might surprise you.) Unless you have 
equipment to redesign the converter for output on another channel, however, leave well 
enough alone. Don't upset those UEF tuning controls without correct equipment. 


Shielding of converter might help, also. Or you can buy another converter and hopes 
Better to get a schematic first, however; but this doesn't tell you what you want to know 
(how much interaction or loss exists in the switch). And tune that TV fine tuning 
Carefully. Sometimes "breathing" on a good fine tuning control is just enough to 
eliminate a spike of nuisance from a VHF source. 


WET WEATHER AND DX 


Q....Gary Olsen asks "Seems that during rainy weather, DX is nonexistent. Doesn't wet 
weather and DX mix?" 


A.,..The weather and its relationship to DX has both fascinated and frustrated DXers. 

Some study the weather forecasts intently and plan their DXing accordingly; others have 
stumbled onto patterns that sometimes help them predjet openings; others pay little or no 
attention to the weather. Without going into any detail on the subject (a whole book could 
be written) let's look at how leaal weather affects different types of propagation. 


For trops -- as for other propagation -- local weather really has little effect. Yes, a 
high pressure front near my Great Lakes site promises improved local and near fringe trops; 
possibly good 400-700 mile trops may oecur. And a low pressure front locally usually 
means reduced local trops. But the best long range (600-800 nile) trops has been 

received often with various high and low pressure fronts locally and between here and the 
transmitter, usually arranged in a "convenient" DX pattern. Sometimes a station over 500 
miles is received on trops but four or five stations closer on the same channel are not, 
Often all locals in 150 mile range stink, but trops to 500-700 miles is excellent in a 
given direction, 


Unfortunately, low pressure locally sometimes means rain, and this night lead to popular 
misconceptions about rain and peor trops. However, if a lossy T-line is used, rain can 
wipe out not only trops but all forms of DX. . In Gary's case, with his antenna and T-line 
in a tree, loss ie probably great (unless using shielded T-line) during and long after 
rain. Gary knows better, of course, but his set up is the best he can manage because 
apartment policy. For hin, yes, wet weather and DX @on't nix, . 


For E'S, local weather, of course, has no effect in creating the propagation, but it can 
help or hinder identification of E's. For example, if trops levels of low band stations 
are up, it's just that much harder to identify E's. (I don't want to get into a discussion 
of E's plus tropo bending.) And if local conditions have reduced the near fringe low 

band signal levels, fine, E's can be identified easier. However, some DXers have the mis- 
conception that lower near fringe dignal strengths due to T-line loss aid in E's identific- 


ation. This is, of course, wrong. The skipper AND local signal strengths both are 
reduced equally, so nothing is gained. 


Much the same for M's. If a flat T-line, for example, is used and you're trying to M's 
DX, forget it. Generally, if rain competely wpes out all forms of DX, you are really 
short-changing yourself; get a good low loss line or shielded line, or give up DXing,
